Mr. Chase p resented a p etition from ’citizens ask ­ 
ing th a t w om en be allow ed to vote for educational 
officers.

Mr. N eumann, from the Committee on Mines and 
Mining, reported back favorably as amended Senate 
Bill No. 540. 
Mr. E nos, from a m inority of the San Francisco 
delegation, reported back favorably Senate Bill No. 
9—To regulate the price of gas. 
' 
Mr. J ohnson, from the Committee on Chinese and 
Chinese im m igration, reported back favorably As­ 
sembly Bill No. 184—An Act to provide for the keep­ 
ing of accounts in the English or some European 
language. 
Mr. N eumann gave notice that on Monday he 
would call on the Committee on Chinese fur reports 
on Senate Bills Nos. 346, 347 and 348. 
Mr. Row ell, from the Committee on Hospitals, 
rep o rted back favorably Assembly Bill No. 145—An 
Act relative to the Napa Insane Asylum.

By Mr. N elson—An Act to authorize the payment 
of claims heretofore contracted by Boards of Super­ 
visors of consolidated cities and counties. 
Commit­ 
tee on City and Town Governments. 


SECOND R EA D IN G S. 
The Senate took up the second reading file, as fol­ 
lows : 
Senate Bill No. 343—An Act to provide for the 
permanent im provem ent of the State Capitol Park 
(by Mr. Johnson)—was read second time. 
Mr. H ittk ll moved th at the bill be indefinitely 
postponed. 
Mr. J ohnson defended the bill and urged its en­ 
grossm ent. 
lie finally moved to amend by reducing 
the appropriation to $25,000. 
Mr. Z uck spoke in favor of th e m otion to indef­ 
initely postpone. 
Mr C uask m oved to am end th e am en d m en t bv 
m aking it $20,000. 
Mr. J ohnson accepted the am endm ent. 
Mr. Kane spoke earnestly in favor of the bill. 
It 
would give em ploym ent to poor men who needed 
work. 
Senator Ilittell was always to the front in 
favor of appropriations to aristocrats, bu t always 
against any appropriation to the poor people. 
Mr. E nos spoke against any further improvements 
on the park. 
He was willing to m aintain the pres­ 
ent improvements. 
Mr. J ohnson spoke strongly in favor of the bill, 
lie gave the facts and figures, and showed the neces­ 
sity of building fences and sidewalks, and making 
other necessary improvements in the Capitol Park. 
Mr. Zuck again spoke against the bid. 
The gen­ 
eral appropriation bill contained a sufficient appro­ 
priation for this purpose. 
Mr. P ardkb also opposed the bill. There would 
be another session of the Legislature in nine 
months, ami he thought the general appropriation 
bill would give a sufficient am ount for this purpose. 
Mr. Gorman opposed the bill on the same ground. 
He would like to see a reasonable am ount appro­ 
priated for building a fence. 
Mr. Ryan spoke in favor of the bill. 
The State 
ought to beautify and keep up its property. 
He 
favored Mr. Chase’s am endm ent. 
Mr. T raylor took the same ground. 
Mr. H ill opposed the bill. 
He did not think it 
necessary to make any further improvem ents on the 
park east of the Capitol. 
Mr. Congkr spoke in favor of tbe am endm ent and 
bill. 
Mr. W atson would favor an appropriation of 
$8,000 or $10,000 for building the fence aud side­ 
walk. 
Mr. J ohnson was willing to amend the bill so as 
to make the appropriation $10,000. 
He made that 
motion. 
Mr. C hase withdrew his amendment 
Mr. Kanb opposed th e am en d m en t; 
also Mr. 
Conger. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Sears moved to amend so as to confine the 
expenditure of the $10,000 first to the building of a 
fence and sidewalk ami the balance to be used on 
the grounds. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone was lost by a 
vote of 5 ayes to 27 noes. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed. 
The motion of Senator Satterw hite in regard to 
the paym ent of expenses in contested election cases 
was ordered at the head of the third reading file.

Co*8ideration\vas resumed of the bill ratifying the 
U te agreem ent, which was explained and supported 
by Coke. 
Teller opposed the bill, and desired that the Utes 
be sent to the Uintah reservation, where Colorado 
would not be menaced by them . 
He criticised se­ 
verely the Interior Departm ent for its action since 
the outbreak. 
Hill favored the bill, as tending to repress Indian 
wars, which would retard the settlem ent of th at 
country. 
The Secretary of the Interior had ob­ 
tained this agreem ent after much difficulty, and it 
was the best to be had now. 
It did justice to all 
concerned.

The popular belief th at plants kept in the 
house arc injurious to the inmates, is 
purely fanciful. 
Under the influence of 
sunlight the leaves of plants absorb car 
bonic acid from the atmosphere and de­ 
compose it, yielding back the life-support­ 
ing oxygen, 
from which 
the inference 
might be justified th at they were rather 
wholesome than otherwise. 
On the other 
hand, it has been shown that when the in­ 
fluence of light is withdrawn, this action 
of the plant is temporarily suspended—the 
plant sleeps, and the excess of carbonic 
acid gas taken up during tbe day is given 
off a t n ig h t: and because of this action the 
presence of plants in sleeping apartments 
has been thought to Ire unwholesome or in­ 
jurious. 
The bad effects to be attributed 
to plants from this cause are too trifling to 
be worth serious consideration. 
The in­ 
habiting of sitting and sleeping apartments 
warmed by baked air drawn from foul 
cellars, the neglect of means to secure 
proper ventilation, especially in sleeping 
apartments, and the poisoning of the a t­ 
mosphere of dwelling-houses by the en- 
trauce of sewer gases through le'k ly traps, 
are very real aud common dangers, com­ 
pared to which the one alluded to sinks 
into utter insignificance, if indeed it be 
worthy to be considered at all.—[Manufac­ 
turer and Builder.

N ew O k le a h s , April 31.—General Grant 
had a reception at the St. Charles Hotel from 
1 to 3 o’clock this afternoon, and afterwards 
took a drive through the city. 
Last night 
the Carnival Court having serenaded the 
queen and other distinguished members of 
the Court, in accordance with the annual 
custom, repaired finally to the mansion of 
Albert Baldwin, President of the Royal 
Host, where a large 
company—including 
General Grant, who had been specially in­ 
vited by the host—was in attendance. 
After 
an introduction to the ex President the entire 
company participated in a magnificent ban­ 
quet. 
During its progress Mr. Baldwin an­ 
nounced that the General had been elected a 
member of the Royal Host, with the title of 
Duke of America. 
The General was immediately decorated 
with the Order by Judge George H. Bronghn, 
Lord High Chamberlain, and the General 
acknowledged the compliment, in substance, 
as follows : 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen : 
I thank you 
very much for this kind reception, and for 
the compliment which the Rex Association 
has just paid me. 
For, pronounced Republi­ 
can as I am, it would, under ordinary circum­ 
stances, hardly be proper for me to accept 
the distinction which you have just conferred 
upon me, especially as I have been frequently 
charged with an attempt to seize upon a 
higher title ; and, as I said before, under 
such circumstances, and appreciating the ob­ 
jects of your worthy organization, I accept 
the title of Duke, and thank you again for 
the compliment paid and the kind reception 
extended me.” 
N e w O r le a n s , April 2d.— In reply to the 
Speaker of the House, Grant said : “ I have 
always felt that the differences between a 
common people, after they have been once 
settled, should remain so forever afterward.”

P r e s e r v i n g 
F i.o w f .r s . — The flowers 
must be carefully surrounded by perfectly 
dry, line sand, in such a manner that they 
will hold their form, the pressure of the 
sand upon all surfaces being alike. 
Any 
fine clean sand will answ er; it should be 
sifted to remove all coarse particles, and 
then washed in successive waters until dust 
and all earthy and clayey m atters are 
washed away, and the last waters when 
poured off are perfectly clear. 
The sand is 
then to be dried and then to be placed over 
a tire in a proper vessel, until quite hot, 
hotter than the hand can hear, and when 
cool it will be fit to use. 
A fter heating, it 
should be used at once, before it can ab­ 
sorb moisture from the air. 
Good results 
have been obtained by taking a clean, 
thoroughly dry flower pot, the hole in the 
bottom of which was stopped by a cork. 
This was tilled a third full of the dry sand, 
the flowers set carefully in the sand, and 
then more sand slowly added, so as to sur­ 
round and cover the flowers inside and 
out, and set in a warm place. 
A t the end 
of 21 hours, the cork was removed from 
the hole in the flower-pot, and the sand 
allowed to run out in a small and gentle 
stream. 
The flowcis were left in tbe pot, 
perfectly dry.

These charges set forth, in substance, that 
Silent is not a proper person to be continued 
in office as J udge ; that he is notoriously en­ 
gaged in the business of buying, selling and 
bonding mines within his judicial district, 
while mining litigation forms a prominent 
feature of the business of his Court; that in 
these operations he is in partnership with 
Governor John C. Fremont, who has been 
and is solicitous to bond the Peck Mining 
Company’s property, 
situated 
in 
Judge 
Sileut’s judicial district, said property being 
in litigation before Silent, and that since a 
judgment has been rendered against said prop­ 
erty in Silent’s Court, Fremont has made an 
offer to its San Francisco owners to bond it 
at an absurdly low price, accompanied with 
an offer that 
he (Fremont) will settle 
the 
litigation. 
It 
is 
further 
charged 
that 
Judge 
Silent 
is 
in 
receipt 
of 
three salaries—one of them being 
from 
the counties of Yavapai and Mohave, which 
are required to pay it by an Act of the Ter­ 
ritorial Legislature, which Act, as shown by 
the official journals, was 
passed mainly 
through the efforts of Tom Fitch, of the law 
firm of Fitch & Church, and C. C. Bean, one 
of their intimate friends and clients. 
These 
lawyers have taken the suits against the said 
l ’eck Mining Company on contingent fees, 
their interest in the above named litigation 
being one-half of whatever amount might be 
recovered ; and it is charged that this law firm, 
for these reasons, has exceptional and im­ 
proper advantages before Judge Silent. 
The 
charges have been entertained by Attorney- 
General Devens, and he has sent a copy of 
them to J udge Silent, preparatory to making 
a thorough investigation in the event of ¿heir 
denial. 
Senators Booth, Farley, Jones and 
Sharon, and Representatives Horace DaviB, 
Page and Pacheco, are unanimously of opin­ 
ion that Silent should be removed, as the 
truth of these charges is vouched for by well- 
known gentlemen of the highest standing in 
San Francisco and elsewhere, who assert that 
there is practically no security against black­ 
mailing attacks on mining interests in Judge 
Silent’s district while he continues to hold his 
present position. 
It is said that in case 
Judge Silent be not removed by the Adminis­ 
tration upon these charges, the matter will 
he promptly brought before the House of 
Representatives for impeachment proceed­ 
ings, it being believed by the authors of the 
charges that with the aid of the power of the 
House to compel persons to testify who are 
now said to be unwilling to volunteer testi­ 
mony, not only these charges, but many other 
suspicious and disgraceful things alleged to be 
matters of common notoriety in Arizona can 
be abundantly proven.

TH E 
ENGLISH 
ELECTIONS. 


Though but one-third of the returns 
from the English elections are in, there 
seems no doubt that the Conservative party 
has sustained a defeat, and that the Lib­ 
erals will bo called upon to organize the 
next Government. 
Whether the Liberal 
victory will be so complete as to give them 
a working majority is, however, not yet 
apparent. 
Should they be dependent on 
the 
Home 
llulcrs 
for 
their working 
strength, as is now apprehended may be the 
case, the position of the new Government 
will be most embarrassing, and it may find 
it impossible to conduct public business 
under such a state of affairs. 
Until the 
actual Liberal strength is known, there­ 
fore, it is premature to speculate upon the 
programme of the party, but it is already 
evident that the question of the leader­ 
ship is likely to produce serious trouble. 
There can be no doubt that by right of 
genius and force of character and reputa­ 
tion Mr.Gladstoneisentitled to this position. 
But it is a well known fact that Mr. Glad­ 
stone is one of the most unfit men fora party 
leader who have ever occupied so com­ 
manding a position. 
He has no talent 
for party management. 
He cannot hold 
his followers together. 
He is not concilia­ 
tory, or suave, or politic in any way. 
So 
long as the work of partisan detail is taken 
off his hands, and he is left free to deal 
with great questions, and to mold the gen­ 
eral policy of his party, he can lead ; but 
another kind of leadership is absolutely re­ 
quired for the House of Commons, and 
practical English politicians have long seen 
that Mr. Gladstone is not the man for this 
position. 
As to Lord Hartington, who is 
spoken of as possibly the coming working 
leader of the House, he is not a great man, 
nor is he one capable of folio» ing Mr. 
Gladstone with much fidelity. 
Wherever 
the latter is he will unquestionably be 
first, and the future policy of the Liberal 
party will certainly be dictated by him so 
long as he remains in public life ; but it 
must be doubted very seriously whether he 
is of the temper requisite to carry his gov­ 
ernment successfully through a session in 
which his majoiity may be endangered at 
any time by the perverseness of the Home 
Rulers, and his self-control threatened 
by the taunts of the Tories 
on 
the 
opposition 
benches. 
The 
feeling 
of 
alarm 
and 
disappointment experienced 
on 
the continent at the news of the 
Liberal victor}', and the satisfaction at St. 
Petersburg over the same event, sho»' how 
it is regarded outside of England. 
The 
foreign powers evidently distrust the con­ 
tinental policy of Mr. Gladstone. 
They 
think him capable of forming an alliance 
with Russia ; of proposing the partition of 
the remains of the Ottoman Empire ; of 
encouraging Radicalism and Democracy; 
of giving a fresh impetus to the doctrines 
and tendencies which threaten every dy­ 
nasty in Europe. 
Nor can it be said that 
these fears are altogether without founda­ 
tion, for Mr. Gladstone’s foreign policy has 
been for many years of a very singular and 
not of a very rational or statesmanlike 
character. 
But his purposes will be de­ 
veloped Boon enough, and it will then 
probably be seen whether the English 
people are really already tired of the prin­ 
ciple of Imperialism, and whether they 
are ready to accept a foreign policy which 
would certainly lessen the prestige of the 
country abroad, and might precipitate 
the very disasters it was intended to avert. 


The last storm has entailed very heavy 
work upon the force charged with the 
duty of keepiDg the railroad open over the 
Sierra. 
The feats which are performed 
every winter by these brave and skillful 
men are not of the kind which often find 
eulogistic chroniclers, yet assuredly what 
they do in these conflicts with elemental 
forces is as deserving of recognition and 
recital as the heroism of the battle-field. 
The quiet dwellers in the valley who Btay 
by their own firesides have no idea of the 
magnitude of the undertaking in which the 
railroad men on “ the h ill” are now en­ 
gaged. 
While the welcome rain is pouring 
upon the fields and giving assurance of 
heavy crops, the mountains are enveloped 
in furious snow-storms, and the forces of 
Nature 
seem 
allied 
in a tremendous 
onslaught upon the daring mortals who 
have presumed to keep open the communi­ 
cations over the peaks and gorges of the 
range. 
The inexperienced traveler who 
lirst sees the massive snow-sheds which 
inclose the track for miles on the mountains 
is apt to wonder at the apparently useless 
strength of these structures. The ponderous 
timbers seem capable of sustaining ten 
times any imaginable weight that can be 
put upon them ; but their builders know 
better. 
For when one of these excep­ 
tionally heavy storms has raged three or 
four days, and rain and snow are inter­ 
spersed, the drifts upon the roofs of these 
snow-sheds attain so enormous a weight 
that the huge beams often snap like pipe­ 
stems under the pressure, and the whole 
shed for a distance of hundreds of feet 
co’Iapses like a house of cards. 
When 
casualties of this kind occur gangs of men 
arc instantly brought up from Truckec aud 
other points, and no matter what the hour 
or state of the weather, the laborious 
work of clearing the wreck away is begun 
and carried on without pause until it is 
accomplished. 
Meanwhile the storm al­ 
lows no breathing space for the superin­ 
tendents, officials and men who are sta­ 
tioned on the hill. 
Snow-plows must 
be kept going continually, rushing with 
all the force of five, six, ten, twelve, 
or 
even 
more 
powerful 
locomo­ 
tives, 
at 
the 
heavy 
drifts 
which 
a few 
hours will 
accumulate 
in any 
exposed part of the road. Sometimes even 
this apparently irresistible charge fails, 
and the snow-plow is brought to a halt, 
buried deep in the white mass which for 
all its softness constitutes so formidable an 
obstruction. 
And the men who run these 
plows, and the men who often during 
heavy storms remain in action for several 
days and nights without sleep or rest, not 
seldom take their lives in their hands as 
surely as if they were going into an actual 
battle. 
There are many ugly chances to 
he encountered in these desperate strug­ 
gles with Nature, and from time to time 
some disabled combatant is quietly sent to 
the rear, and takes his place in the wards 
of the company’s hospital at Sacramento. 


IJut no matter what the dangers, or what 
the extent of the disasters to be repaired, 
or the opposing forces to be withstood, 
the men on the hill never falter or fall 
back. 
The sense and realization of duty 
are as keenly felt among that hardy but 
modest band as in any “ fighting” corps of 
a victorious army. 
And their work is es­ 
sentially soldierlike in its spirit. 
It is 
a real positive combat with the storm in 
which they are engaged, aud the ultimate 
triumph over all obstacles aud accidents 
which is embodied in the terse dispatch 
“ road open again all through,” or some 
such words, is undoubtedly as genuine and 
well-earned as any exultation over the 
conquest of a difficult position in the 
field of arms. 
The work these men are 
habituated to, moreover, is training on 
the 
mountain 
division 
a 
corps 
of 
self-reliant, active, indomitable officials, 
whose like can probably not be found on 
any other railroad in the world, since no 
other railroad has the same problems to 
solve. 
It is beyond question a superla­ 
tively useful education they are receiving, 
and unconsciously to themselves they are 
being fitted for executive work of the 
highest order. 
The long, hard fights with 
wind and snow, which almost every winter 
forces upon them, have developed their 
resources wonderfully. 
The discipline,1, 
the system, the precautions, the means of i 
communication, the facilities for concentrat- 
ign the largest available force in the shortest 
possible time upon the point of special 
danger, call into play every faculty and 
talent that 
war elicits. 
The officers 
and their veteran 
followers 
are 
con­ 
sequently a real miniature army corps, 
with 
an 
esprit 
as 
high 
and 
real 
and a love of danger as sincere, as ever 
the far less harmful trade of soldiering 
breeds. 
They are content with the con­ 
sciousness of arduous duties well per­ 
formed. 
They do not look for praise, or 
even general recognition. 
Their business 
is to keep the road open, and no doubt it 
sometimes happens to them, after spend­ 
ing days and nights of toil aud exposure in 
their work, to hear the peevish complaints 
of thoughtless passengers who only remem­ 
ber that they have been delayed a few 
hours in their swift journey across the con­ 
tinent, and who have neither realization 
nor appreciation of the perils aud labors 
undergone for their benefit by the unboast­ 
ful but alert and loyal men “ of the hill.”

San Francisco ha3 shown 
that she can speak to the purpose on occa­ 
sion, but she must now' show herself capa 
ble of sustained action in a high key.

SCHOOL 
FIG H T. 


The fight over the Normal School has 
been astonishingly bitter and protracted, 
and has called forth as much hard feeling 
as anj- contest this session, which is saying 
a good deal. 
The attempt to secure half a 
score of Normal Schools for different parts 
of the State has never been justified by 
any rational demonstration. 
In fact it has 
seemed to proceed upon the dog-in-the- 
manger principle rather than upon any 
conviction of the real need of so many 
schools. 
Members did not like San Jose 
to have so sweet a plum, and so they were 
willing to beat the whole question by put­ 
ting in demands for branch schooh, thus 
resembling the false claimant in Solomon’s 
judgment. 
One Normal School, situated 
centrally, is, we are satisfied, all that the 
State requires at the present time. 
There 
cannot be any real difficulty on account of 
distance, any more than there is in connec­ 
tion with the State 
University. 
The 
reasons for half a dozen Universities, in 
fact, are every whit as sound as the reasons 
for half a dozen Normal Schools. 
If the 
Legislature will make an appropriation to 
rebuild the institution at San Jose it will 
do all that is either necessary or desirable 
in the case, and this it ought to do.

These men were concentrated 
from all points between Truckee and Sacra­ 
mento. 
Superintendent R. H. Pratt was

directing operations. The (dank aud timbers 
forming the sheds were broken into frag­ 
ments and tightly wedged into the closely- 
packed snow. 
Despite the intense cold and 
darkness the workmen performed a marvelous 
feat, and during the night cleared away the 
750 feet of crushed sheds. Passenger trains 
Nos. 1 and 3 lay at Colfax last night, and No. 
2 at Truckee. 
During the day no further 
accidents have been reported, and to-night the 
trains are running regularly. 
Snow squalls 
have occurred at intervals during the day, 
and it is raining slightly this evening. 
At 
stations west of Summit heavy rains are re­ 
ported. Rain is far more to be feared at 
present than snow. 
From four to fourteen 
feet of fresh fallen snow covers the Sierras, 
and a rain would precipitate a thousand slides 
against the overburdened sheds. 
At many 
places the sheds are already cracking beneath 
the weight of snow pressing against their 
roofs aud sides, and any additional pressure 
would prove disastrous.

The cold was so intense that it 
produced bleeding of the noses of stock. A 
large number of well-conditioned stock had 
to be killed from having their legs frozen by 
lying on the ice. 
In many instances the 
hoofs of the animals came off from the effects 
of cold. 
The loss of cattle and horses in 
that section will exceed one-third, while that 
of sheep and hogs must be greater. 
The Oregon Railway and Navigation Com­ 
pany are pushing things lively on the line of 
road above Celilo. There are over 1,500 men 
and 600 teams at work grading and building 
bridges. 
The pay-roll for the past month ag­

The billowing news has been received from 
YaquinaBay: Yesterday, quite an amount 
ot wreck debris was noticed to be coming in 
>>n the beach between Seal Illehe and Cape 
Foulweather. 
A few pieces found their «’ay 
into the bay. They seem to consist of what 
might have been some vessel. The pieces of 


wreck found so far appear to be of English 
workmanship, the finish of the cabin and 
companion-way being partly of teak, with 
some pieces of cheats, with lashings still on 
them, and bits of sail and small ropes. A 
broom, a basket and a life-preserver were 
found among the debris, and a piece of a box 
or cheat, on which was the card of a San 
Francisco lumber merchant, which had been 
tacked on as a direction, blank side upward, 
and bearing on the blank side, in ink, Re­ 
words, “ Cape Foulweather Light, Oregon.”

The man had 
his curls cut olf, and dyed his light mustache. 
They took tickets from Wallula for Portland 
under the name of Fox. 


F u rtiirr In Regard to llic M urdered Wo­ 
m an—The Mystery Ensolved. 
W a l l a W a l l a , April 4th.—The Walla 
Walla Statesman has just received the follow­ 
ing account of the finding and description of 
the body of the murdered woman, as before 
reported : The body was found 7 miles south­ 
east of Big Lake, on the old Colville road. 
All her clothes were bnrned except the bon­ 
net. She was about 22 years old. finely 
formed, very small hands, good teeth, black 
hair, high forehead, very good features, and 
exactly five feet high. 
She has branded on 
her right arm in India ink the following:

E. Iverson. She was shot just over the left 
ear.

The bonnet is small and made of checkered 
stuff. She appears to be of Irish descent, 
and evidently country-bred, is she is well 
formed and stout, hut does not look as if she 
had ever performed hard work.

THE GENEF.AL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
The Assembly Committee on Ways and 
Means held a long and tedious session 
yesterday, having under consideration the 
general appropriation bill. 
There seems 
to be a determination to cut off all expenses, 
except such as were absolutely necessary. 
Kvery item was thoroughly discussed, and 
the bill as finally perfected showed a reduc­ 
tion of §231,200 from the bill as originally in­ 
troduced, though several necessary items 
were added that had been overlooked in the 
original bill. The bill, as perfected by the 
committee, is as follows: 
Section L The following sums of money 
are hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the State treasury not otherwise appro­ 
priated, for the objects hereinafter expressed, 
and for the support of the government of the 
State of California for the thirty-second fiscal 
year:

been expended ; and the State Board of Ex­ 
aminers are hereby expressly prohibited from 
allowing any demands payable out of such 
appropriations, until the same are presented 
in itemized form, stating specifically the 
service rendered, time employed, distance 
traveled, and necessary expense thereof ; if 
for articles purchased, the name of each arti­ 
cle, together with the price paid for each, and 
of whom purchased, with the date of the pur­ 
chase ; provided, that no officer shall use or 
appropriate any money for any purpose what­ 
soever, appropriated by this Act, unless au­ 
thorized thereto by law. 


THE DUFFY-JACKSON CASE. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL ANNIVERSARY. 


Saturday afternoon J. H. Duffy, in regard 
to whose practice in the Police Court J. C 
Jackson made some damaging statements on 
Friday, an account of which was published 
in this paper, appeared in Court in re­ 
sponse to a citation issued by Judge Henry. 
J. C. J ackson was sworn, and repeated his 
former statements in a candid, straight for­ 
ward manner. 
Mr. Duffy was then sworn, and stated that 
he had been permitted to practice in the 
Court for several years, though he had no 
license. His further statements were as fol­ 
lows : I agreed to defend Jackson for §10, 
but made no agreement about charging no 
fee if a conviction was made, and never prac­ 
ticed in that way ; I afterwards also agreed 
to prosecute Jackson’s opponent for §15; I 
got §6 50 from him, and afterwards he gave 
me his watch, which I pawned at his request 
for §2 50 ; I tiled a statement on appeal with 
A. B. Venable, who was acting City Attor­ 
ney ; I applied for a reduction of the 
tine, but was refused. I made an appeal 
bond which I thought was a good one, and 
Mr. Venable put his seal on it as Notary 
Public. We met the Judge on the street 
afterwards, and I told him I was going to get 
Jackson outon bond. [The witness was here 
interrupted by Judge Henry, who denied chat 
anything had been said about a bond.] 1 
afterwards tiled the bond with the keeper of 
the prison ; he saw the sureties were good 
men, and Jackson was released ; I thought 
§100 was enough, as that was the customary 
figure; I had not got an order from the 
Court, or bad the bond approved, but told 
the officer to take it up, and have it approved 
next day. I did not tell Jackson anything 
about a sixty Jays’ stay of proceedings. I did 
the best I could to secure defendant’s dis­ 
charge, made the bond in good faith, and did 
not know it was worthless. 
C. T. Jones addressed the Court, and said 
whatever the result of the case was, lie hoped 
no one would take occasion to unjustly as­ 
sail or make insinuations against the bar on 
account of the actions of one who did nut 
belong to the profession. 
I. S. Brown asked the Court to make an 
ordtr that none but licensed attorneys be 
permitted to practice in the Police Court. 
Judge Henry said he would take the mat­ 
ter under consideration. 
He also said 
he believed Mr. Duffy knew that he 
was not pursuing the proper course 
when he made the pretended bond, an l 
knew it to be his duty to act otherwise. He 
said for the present he would make no order 
concerning Mr. Duffy, but intended to talk 
to the young man plainly and give him some 
good advice.

No Extra Policemen.—The Board of

Mayor Turner stated that a fund 
sufficient only to pay twelve men had been 
assessed ; that the fund of last year was not 
sufficient to pay the officers for the last 
month, and that money could not legally be 
transferred from one fund b) another. City 
Attorney Anderson coincided in the latter 
opinion, and it was finally decided that an 
increase of the force was impracticable, and 
the meeting .was adjourned. 
Two W anderers.—Officer Voods has ar­ 
rested two girls, one 15 years old and the 
other 14, who gave the names of Maggie 
Cornwell and Sadie Jones. They came to 
the city a few nights since and claim to have 
walked all the way from Stockton, having 
left home on account of the ill-treatment of 
the people with whom they lived. Since 
coming here they have wandered about the 
streets at night, sleeping sometimes on the 
balconies of the Capitol building and at 
others at the notorious Ogg House, on L 
street. The girls are well grown, decently 
clothed, and are intelligent, though they ap­ 
parently care little for their incarceration. 
They object, however, to going back to Stock­ 
ton, saying they would stay here and work if 
they cou’.d find employment. The Chief of 
Police of Stockton has teen notified of their 
whereabouts, and if their friends desire their 
return they will be sent back.

The Sunday-school of the Sixth-street M. 
E. Church last evening celebrated the thir­ 
tieth anniversary of its establishment. The 
meeting was held in the church proper, the 
Sunday-school chapel being altogether too 
small for such an occasion. The church au­ 
ditorium was filled in every part by a deeply 
interested audience. The children of the 
Sunday-school occupied seats in the body of 
the church nearest to the rostrum. Among 
the audience were several Senators and As­ 
semblymen. The exercises were quite lengthy 
and were very pleasing. They began with 
an anthem by the full choir of the church. 
The teachers of the school then lead in the 
pronouncing of the one hundredth Psalm. 
The school, the choir and the audience then 
sang the familiar hymn, “ Crown Him Lord 
of All.” Rev. Dr. Bentley then pronounced 
an invocation. The school sang the 
Sunday-school 
song entitled “ Infinite 
Tenderness.” The voices of the pupils 
were clear, the enunciation very dis­ 
tinct, and the singing of the hymn made 
feelingly effective by the earnestness and 
freshness of the tones of the boys and girls, 
who appeared to be under excellent drill, and 
to have been taught the sentiment and mean­ 
ing of the hymn as well as the words. Mr. 
Maybell, the Superintendent of the school, 
then read his annual report. From this read­ 
ing it was gleaned that the school was estab­ 
lished in 1850, and has had an uninterrupted 
existence since that date, meeting with suc­ 
cesses and reverses, at times greatly prosper­ 
ous and again subject to the obstacles which 
had beset the growth of the community. 
The school, he said, has now 160 scholars, 
who are taught by 16 teachers and supervised 
by three officers. The average attendance 
during the past year has been 168, and the 
largest attendance reached 242. The receipts 
for the year past amounted to §235 86. 
Of this sum §29 34 went for missionary uses 
and §198 52 for incidental and current ex­ 
penses of the school, leaving on hand the 
sum of §8. The Superintendent called at­ 
tention to the difficulty experienced in so 
many Sunday-schools of securing the con­ 
stant services of competent teachers, and he 
made an earne-t plea for more iaborers. for 
more effort in behalf of the religious educa­ 
tion of the children through the methods in 
use under the Sunday-school system. At the 
conclusion of the reading of the report a del­ 
egation from each class came forward and 
made recitations of scriptural and other se­ 
lections appropriate to the occasion. This 
exercise was entertaining, and interested the 
auditors much. 
The school next sang 
“ Only remembered for what we have done.” 
Assemblyman Chancellor Hartson, of Napa, 
was then introduced, and addressed the 
school. His remarks were adapted to the in­ 
telligence of the children, and were earnestly 
and feelingly delivered, Keeping the attention 
of the pupils and interesting them to such a de­ 
gree that they made their pleasure manifest. 
Mr. De Yoe then sang a selection. Governor 
Perkins was next introduced, and spoke to 
the school at length. He dwelt long and 
forcibly upon the possibilities for the youth of 
the land, and urged the boys and girls before 
him to treasure up the counsel given them in 
the school as they would precious gifts, which 
they must realize would in all after life be of 
incalculable benefit to them. He warmly in­ 
dorsed the Sunday-school as an institution, 
and the system adopted by churches of gather­ 
ing the children once a week to give them 
moral lessons and to impress upon them the 
religious truths adhered to by the Chris­ 
tian churches. 
He viewed the Sun­ 
day-school as a moral force, as a 
great instrument of good, one which -hould 
be fostered and encouraged. The children 
applauded the remarks of the Governor by a 
vigorous clapping of hands, and at some of 
his anecdotes laughed merrily over the humor 
thrown in. The school then sang the beauti­ 
ful hymn, “ Whiter than Snow.” A collec­ 
tion was taken for the benefit of the school 
treasury, and Rev. Dr. Bentley then made the 
closing address, which was brief and full of 
thanks for the encouragement given the 
school by so large an attendance upon its 
anniversary. He referred to the speeches by 
Governor Perkins and Assemblyman Hartson 
thankfully, and said that their appearance 
was in the same spirit which actuates the 
public men in the English Parliament, who, 
members of the Established Church, or dis­ 
senters, or members of no church, yet feel it 
a duty and privilege to appear at the Exeter 
Hall meetings, and give them their moral 
support. The doxology was then sung, 
and the audience was dismissed.

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AN IRISH WAKE. 


V.'hcn evening came the storm lulled, 
and left a gloomy chill in its stead. 
The 
coffin arrived so expeditiously that some 
said it must have been made beforehand. 
A few country people who had m et it on 
its way followed it w ith loud wailings, 
n which they rehearsed the virtues of 
those whom they had lost, and their grief 
and desolation in having them no longer 
with them. 
Often a coflin Í3 thus escorted 
from a neighboring village to the house of 
mourning. 
It is then placed out of sight, 
as the body is not laid in it until a few 
minutes before leaving its last earthly 
abode ; turf was heaped upon the fire, 
candles lighted, and a jug of whisky, fill­ 
ing the room w ith its penetrating odor, 
gave evidence of preparation for the ap­ 
proaching wake. 
The villagers loitered about the doorway 
gossiping until the arrival of a weird old 
woman, who knelt at the threshold, and 
said, “ God bless all here. 
God rest the 


bouI of the dead.” Then seating herself by 
the side of the body, she stretched out her 
lean and shrivelled hands, and burst forth 
into the most piercing lar.icutations, in 
which she recounted all the virtues of the 
defunct and of her family ; other withered 
creatures, who had been smoking and doz­ 
ing by the chimney, now aroused them ­ 
selves and joined in a doleful chorus. 
The 
intervals between the arrivals of the guests 
—which were signals for new outbursts— 
were filled by whisky-drinking, smoking, 
snuffing and gossip. 
If any one who had 
lost a friend desired to do so, they could 
embrace this opportunity of “ crying” him. 
As the night advanced, the scene became 
one of wild excitem ent; the old people 
grew confidential and communicative over 
their cnps, and 
the younger members 
m u s id themselves with various games. 
Uf>on the breast of the corpse, which lay 
on the table in the center of the room, was 
a plate heaped with tobacco, from which 
each new-comer filled a pipe presented him 
on entering, and after murmuring a brief 
prayer, took his place either among the old 
people by the fire, or the younger ones in 
the farther extrem ity of the room. 
On the 
arrival of the neighbors, two old women 
who were “ given up ” to be, as I was in­ 
formed, the best criers in the parish, broke 
into unearthly howlings, and these dismal 
echoes died away amid the cossip of the 
elder and the laughs and jokes of the 
younger portion of the assemblage. 
From 
an obscure corner I watched unobserved 
the strange scene, and saw how after each 
round of whiskey, the rigid lines that 
marked the face of the old men and women 
broke into a myriad traits of suble ex­ 
pression, and their gummy eyes glistened 
and sparkled with a new-found life, while 
the young people were soon in the midst 
of a kissing game. 
A circle was formed 
round a youth, who was called upon to 
choose the prettiest from the assembled 
maidens. 
On being summoned she ad­ 
vanced, kissed her admirer, who retired, 
and in her turn chose a young man from 
the group, and so the game proceeded un­ 
til all had been kissed—I hoped to their 
satisfaction. 
Should any decline to meet 
the demands exacted by the laws of the 
game, they were beaten with a knotted 
apron, amid great hilarity' and contention, 
into compliance, 
When this was finished 
the old people, who had been drying to­ 
bacco by the fire aud powdering it into 
snuff by rolling it between their lingers, 
and partook of it in large quantities to 
keep themselves awake, again begun the 
dcath-song with wild vehemence. 
W hen 
they had somewhat relieved their feelings 
in this manner the whisky was once more 
handed round, and the young people re­ 
sumed their games. 
The old men and 
women refilled their pipes with the to­ 
bacco which lay on the dead women’s 
breast, and warming their thin blood by 
the cheerful lire, listened to some cum­ 
m er’s tale. 
One of the young men on the other side 
of the room, clad in an old red petticoat, 
ragged Bhawl and a ruffled cap, his face 
begrimmed with soot, and a short pipe 
stuck in hia mouth, personating an old 
woman in the agonies of a fatal sicknes3, 
attracted my attention. 
A tall youth in 
a white flannel jacket and trousers, whose 
face was the picture of health and jollity, 
endeavored to appear as wise—he was 
perhaps in verity—as a doctor. 
He felt 
the pulse, and shook his head and pre­ 
scribed “ potheen," which, amid vociferous 
applause, was partaken of by the whole as­ 
semblage. He who counterfeited the old 
woman dropped his head, and was soon 
stretched on the floor, in simulation of 
death. 
Mourners grouped’about him, and 
two of the leading spirits sat on either side 
as criers, the whole assemblage giving 
themselves up to the fun in this mad 
travesty. 
“ Never in my life can I cry well on this 
id of the corpse,” said one of the mad­ 
caps, rising, and with his heavy hob-nailed 
shoes walked on as well as over the 
counterfeited corpse. 
“ N o r I either,” cried the other, who 
walked over the body with even less ten­ 
d ern ess than his companion. 
If the object of this mock solicitude ob­ 
jected to the rough treatm ent, he was 
beaten into submission by the knotted 
apron before mentioned. 
In the dry recital these scenes lose, per­ 
haps, a great deal of their m irth ; but 
when 1 witnessed them I could not resist 
th e hilarity which they provoked, until 
th e little grandchild, who had been sleep­ 
ing, amid all this uproar, on her mother’s 
lap, creeping to the table on which her 
grandma lay, tugged at the sheet, and cry­ 
ing “ Mahmore, recalled m eto the awful 
presence of the dead. 
This touching incident did not seem to 
affect the rest of the assemblage in the 
same manner, for the sobbing child was 
sent back to its comer, and the old women 
broke into another verse of their death- 
cry, while the young people prepared for 
another game.—(J. L. Cloud, in Harper's.

im portant as respects pain, competent 
advice can not be too early obtained, for 
the longer they are neglected, the less 
amenable to treatm ent they become. 
Cer­ 
tain diseases of childhood very frequently 
affect the e a rs; 
such as scarlet fever, 
measles, diphtheria, cerebro-spinal menin­ 
gitis, whooping-cough and mumps. 
D ur­ 
ing the attacks of these diseases, and even 
when convalesence has been established, 
although earache may be absent, occasional 
examinations of the ears should be made, 
in order that, if affected, they may receive 
early attention. 
Deafness is usually an 
early symptom of most aural affections ; 
hut, on the contrary, in some instances 
very considerable impairment of the drum 
cavity and its contained mechanism exists 
without any perceptible impairment of 
hearing. 
I t is believed th at a very small 
percentage of the adult population possess 
normal hearing, which fact greatly depends 
on the neglect in childhood to which allu­ 
sion has above been made.—[Dr. Samuel 
Sexton, in H arper’s.

a ne ear is subject to affections that im­ 
pair its functions at the earliest period of 
life ; indeed it is frequently found to be 
defective from birth. 
Children are ex­ 
posed to influences from which they sel­ 
dom entirely escape without more or less 
aura; disease. 
Such are the consequences 
oi golds, which, when of long continuance, 
are productive of enlarged tonsils, chronic 
atarrii of the mouth, throat and nose, the 
esulting sympathetic deafness in some in­ 
stances being so great that instruction is 
impossible, and the child is unable to learn 
to talk.

curate results may be difficult of ob- 
tainm ent,

knowledge 
gained 
is 
advantageous. 
Should an infant escape 
all other causes of aural disease, it en­ 
counters at the seventh month a physi­ 
ological process in development that is fre­ 
quently the sonrce of great irritation in 
the month, and of sympathetic irritation 
in the ears. 
I refer to the cutting of the 
toeth, which u su ally begins at this age. 
T hat this period is fraught with special 
danger to the organ of hearing is well rec­ 
ognized by both mothers and nurses, who 
have long considered teething as in some 
way connected with earache. 
Every one 
of the first twenty teeth in perforating the 
gum is liable to lie thus heralded. 
Fortu­ 
nate, therefore, is the infant who has 
nissed its second year, the period at which 
n st deutition is concluded, without having 
experienced aural irritation. 
These first 
teeth, however, are subject to premature 
•decay, as well as a natural absorption of 
their roots, before the sixth year, at 
which 
time the Becond dentition be­ 
gins. 
From this cause sympathetic aural 
trouble often arises, and frequently con­ 
tinues while the second teeth are cutting. 
A bout the sixth year, as stated, the sec­ 
ond or perm anent teeth begin to make 
their ap[>earance, and at the thirteenth 
year they have all been cut, w ith the ex­ 
ception of the wisdom-teeth. 
These sec­ 
o id teeth are promoters of even more 
disturbance in the ears than the first; the 
earaches and discharges are more persist 
cnt, and the complications in general more 
grave. 
Subsequent to this period there is 
a cessation of dental irritation, although 
establish id discharges from the ears are 
liable to coutinue on indefinitely. 
The 
foregoing remarks will 6erve to draw at­ 
tention to the liability existing in youth 
to frequently recurring attacks of earache,
